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ONDON, Dec. 3.— Up to midnight, 
Berlin, Copenhagen, Paris and 
Stockholm were completely cut off 
from telegraphic communication 
with St. Petersburg. 

Burly this afternoon the Great North- 
ern Telegraph Company, which lias two 
routes into St. Petersburg, one by way 
of Copenhagen and Libau, and the oth- 
er by way of Finland, announced that 
communication was completely severed, 
Copenhagen and Nystad, tlio lust named 
on the western Finnish const being tho 
most easterly points from which and to 
which it could accept messages. 

The Great Northern Company further 
stated that the quickest modes for reach- 
ing east Finnish coast points was by 
cable to Nystad and thence by letter to 
Helsingfors or other points. 

The Associated Press is endeavoring 
to get into communication with tlie cap- 
ital from Helsiugfors, the nearest point 
to St. Petersburg, hut finds that 

Routo Is Impossible by Wire 
ami there is some doubt whether the wa~. 
ter is sufllcJently free from ice to per- 
mit of boats crossing to Helsingfors from 
lltussian ports. 

The Associated Press and the Reuters 
Telegraph Company, as well as the Eng- 
lish newspapers, hnvo sent urgent de- 
spatches ll> their correspondents all over 
Russia, especially at frontier points, lo 
secure news from St. Petersburg and the 
interior, but none of the cable compa- 
nies in London had received a word up 
to midnight. Furthermore, t lie com- 
panies are quite, unable to. say what 
prospects there are for a renewal of 
communication. Warsaw is the only 
point from which any Russian news has 
been received since early this morning, 
and this, with the exception of a private 
message over the railroad line, briefly 
speaking of a conflagration at Moscow, 
was practically confined to events at 
Warsaw and Lodz. 

Communication Ceases 
London, Dec. 2. — 1:05 p. m. — Com- 
munication between London and St. Pet- 
ersburg via the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company was severed this after- 
noon. Messages were received this 
morning, but nothing has reached here 
since noon. The company officials in 
London are unable to communicate with 
their officials in St. Petersburg. They 
have no information as to the cause of 
the stoppage. 

Berlin, Dec. 2. — 7:2.1 p. m. — The im- 
perial telegraph department says that 
the only Russian point still accessible by 
wire is Kieff. Communication with St. 
Petersburg via Copenhagen lias been 
Interrupted since this morning. Mess- 
ages via Dydhutken continue to be for- 
warded from there by mail.

It was several hours before the first 
body was brought up. 

The 800 coal diggers of the Diamond 
mines were assisted in the rescue work 
by many miners who came from Kem- 
merer. 

Every man in the mine at the time 
of the explosion perished. It Is be- 
lieved that most of the dead are Eng- 
lishmen.

The question of 
railway rales is a particular]]^ Intricate 
one, and no layman who has not made 
a study of the question should essay 
an opinion confidently, You cannot 
theorize about the rates that -should 
exist. It is a question of conditions. 
Rated are not set by any one railway 
company, but by a number of rail- 
ways. 

The conditions which govern the 
railway company In its action may be 
referred to briefly. In the first place, 
a rate is given to the wholesale mer- 
chants of Winnipeg on freight from 
that city to Calgary, Edmonton and 



to the west of the great lakes, and it 
may be forever. 

Reverting to the immediate question 
under dispute, it has been referred to 
the railway commission for a decision. 
We must assume that that tribunal 
will do justice, whichever way the 
decision goes, according to its dis- 
cernment o'f the equities of the case. 
K it fails to view it in the same light 
ns' the (.'oast merchants, and' upholds 
tlie contention of the C. P. R,, our 
business men will be able to appre- 
ciate In a practical way, If they do 
not already, the physical disabilities 
under which the province labors in 
obtaining a fair share of interprovln- 
cial trade under Confedpratlon, and be 
prepared to support with vigor the de- 
mand of the provincial government for 
increased consideration as some com- 
pensation for the drawbacks incident

LIFE INSURANCE IN CANADA. 

The investigation Into the methods 
of some of the large insurance com- 
panies which lias been going on in the 
United States, lias created a good deal 
of uneasiness in the public mind in 
this, as well as in that, country in re- 
spect to the safety of insurance as an 
investment, and as to whether in Can- 
ada companies doing business may not 
be infected with the same kind of mal- 
administration - that is being exposed 
on the other side of the line. In re- 
viewing the report of the inspector of 
insurance for the Dominion jiist the 
other day, we gave some of the figures 
showing the immense volume of in- 
surance that is being done annually, 
and to what extent the people of Can- 
ada have invested their savings in life 
insurance. It is, therefore, a matter of 
extreme importance to the public to 
know just how their interests are 
being affected by the methods em- 
ployed by the companies i-'i wliose 
hands they entrust the premiums. The 
public want to know, too, whether they 
are paying too much for the benefits 
they are receiving; and if they are 
getting a fair share of the benefits ac- 
cruing from the business. 

Life insurance is more thrrn a pro- 
tection against the exigencies of the 
future: it is an investment. It is a 
form of doing business on the mutual 
and co-operative plan. It is mutual 
and co-operative, because it is upon 
the money paid in the form of prem- 
iums that the company is able to make 
profits; and it is upon that, money that 
the business is carried on and expand- 
ed from year to year. The original, 
capital of any of the large companies [ 
is very small, Insignificant, indeed, as 
compared with the immense accumu- 
lations, reserve fluids, and all the rest 
of it which we see advertised, or set 
forth in the government blue books. 
As it is upon the policy-holder's money 
almost exclusively that the life insur- 
ance company makes money he is en- 
titled to his fair share of the profits. 
He is entitled also to the amplest pro- 
tection in respect to the security of his 
investment that the state can afford. 
The people of Canada are, therefore, 
keenly appreciative of their rights, and 
life Insurance for that reason Is a 
particularly live subject In Canada at. 
the present time. For this reason there 
is likely, in fact, sure to be, an in- 
vestigation into the subject during the 
coming session of Parliament. 

These remarks are suggested by the 
fact that the Ottawa Citizen has been 
publishing editorially a series of ar- 
ticles on the subject of life Insurance 
Hie result of very ("ireful and expert 
investigation. These are of such a 
highly interesting and instructive 
character that we propose to reproduce 
them for the benefit of our readers. 
British Columbia carries the highest 
per capita insurance of all the prov- 
inces and, therefore, the Interest of its 
people in the subject is not less anil 
ought to be much greater, than in any 
other pan of the Dominion. The Cit- 
izen proves most conclusively thai tile 
protection afforded by the government 
of Canada to the policy-holder is com- 
plete and effectual, and its sixth and 
last articles concludes by "impressing 
on its readers the absolute safety of 
any Insurance they carry either in 
Canadian companies or in foreign com- 
panies doing business within its con- 
lines."

The wholesale merchant, however, 
points to the fact that the C. P. R. will 
give a rate from Japan to Montreal 
or to England lower than from Van- 
couver to points on the line between 
Vancouver and Montreal, which seems 
to be atn anomaly. This opens up the 
question of the long and the short 
haul, which lias been so much dis- 
cussed. The railways claim that such 
through freight is obtained in com- 
petition with other lines, and cannot 
affect the short haul route, It being so 
much business to tlie good. The ques- 
tion of mountain haul only comes It 
the long haul as an incident of the 
whole journey, and is chargeable to 
the whole line. In the short haul, 
each section is chargeable with Its 
own expenses, which necessarily is 
greater on a mountain than a prairie 
section.

SLAUGHTERING BIG GAME. 

Revelstoke Report That .Indians Are! 
Exterminating Mountain Sheep. 

A Be- elstoke despatch of November 
38 says: "James Brewster of the well 
known linn of Rocky Mountain guides, 
claims Stoney Indians tire killing oil 
mountain sheep at the rate o MM 
yearly. There Is no discrimination *i 
their shooting; rams, ewes and lnmus 
all look alike to the Indian, and If a 
whole herd Is cornered up they are 
exterminated. When an Indian gets 
a good head he gets about $25 for It, 
but he kills everything. When they 
start out huntlqg, all they take Is a 
little flour and depend on what they 
shoot for their supply of meat. 

"To solve the problem, ho advocates 
moving the Indians further down onto 
the prairie. At present the Morley 
reservation Is so close to the moun- 
tains that the Indians have no difficulty 
in breaking reservation and going oif 
for a few days without the knowledge 
of the authorities. If they were moved 
away from the mountains and put on 
good farming land they would settle 
down to work, for they are known to 
be the most tractable of the nation's 
wards and are good workers."

Tho construction work on the new 
Proinis block on Government street is 
being rushed to completion at a very 
rapid rate, Contractor Snider using every 
means in ins power to get the root on 
the building before the wet weather sets 
in for good. The workmen have al- 
ready reached the second storey and have 
got the best part of that completed, and 
within a week of two they will have the 
entire brick work completed. Although 
it is usual for the workmen to lay off 
on Saturday afternoon, it was not. so 
yesterday and a good afternoon's work 
was dune. 

The 'building when completed will lie 
one of the most: handsome structures in 
the city, as well as one of the most sub- 
stantial. The construction lias been 
carried out with a viewl to adding three 
'more stories if necessary. The walls 
are very thick and are heavier than most 
of the buildings in the city. 

The building is made up of throe 
stories on Langley street: and two on 
Government street. The front will be 
finished witli white enamel bricks, which 
will present a very attractive appear- 
ance. These bricks are very costly, 
and it takes only a few to run into 
money. The bricks were made by the 
Blue Ridge Company of New Jersey 
and they require to be burnt by a lire 
having n temperature of !i,000 degrees. 
The enamel is burnt right into the brick 
and it is impossible for il to wear off. 

The Uoor having an entrance on Gov- 
ernment street will be tilted up in two 
stores, witli a stairway on the south 
side to enable the lop Uoor being reach- 
ed without disturbing the tenants of the 
ground floor. The two stores will have 
a depth of 144 feet and a frontage on 
Government street of about 25 feet each. 
The store on the north side of tho build- 
ing will be occupied by the Campbell 
Miiiiuerv Company, who also have about 
40 feet in the rear of the south Btore. 
This will make the north store in the 
shape of an "L," which will give the 
tenants nn unlimited space. 

Special attention will be given to the 
stairway. It is the intention to have 
this part of the building very attractive. 
The entrance will be finished with Aus- 
tralian mahogany, as well as the stair- 
case. Tho entrance will he done in a 
light-colored tile. 

The upstairs will be divide.! into 
suites of rooms. Altogether there will 
be twenty-three rooms, which will bo 
connected' with each other, and a ten- 
ant will be able to engage as many us 
he desires. Already many applications 
fur rooms on this tint have been secured, 
and it is expected thill there will lie n > 
trouble in letting the entire tint. Among 
some "f those who have applied for 
rooms is a well-known dentist, bill as 
yet (iuiil arrangements have not been 
made. These rooms will be lighted 
witli electricity, as well as having a 
good skylight. 

Mr. Oscar Promis, who represents the 
Proinis estate in this city, has recently 
returned from a six weeks' trip lo his 
home in San Jose, and he is well satis- 
lied with the progress thai has, been 
made. He has secured a number of 
new ideas in the building line which ho 
will introduce into ids building, and, in 
fact, nothing will be left undone lo 
make the building the most up-to-date 
in the city. 

Special attention has been given to the 
heating arrangements. A hot water 
plant -will be installed and every room in 
the building will have connections. It 
is expected that the building will lie 
completed about the middle "f February, 
provided the weather continues line. 

The architects for the building were 
Hooper & Wulkins, while Ceo. Snider 
has the eontarct for its erection.

Ten years later, 
in 1S7S, the "Socialist Law" was enact- 
ed, and it almost completely destroyed 
tlie trade union .movement. In the 
middle of tlie eighties again began, In 
spite of this law, which continued until 
1S0O, the form big of trade unions. Lo- 
cal societies were established, which af- 
terward united into national unions 
(Central-Verbande), and a federation 
of trade unions was created in 1S90. 

Mr. Cowle, the herring expert who is 
at present In Nanalmo, thinks that the 
Scottish workman fares as well as the 
Canadian, when all things are consid- 
ered.

The American Federation of Labor 
has begun an active campaign within 
labor circles against tlie importation of 
Chinese coolies to labor upon the Pan- 
ama Canal. 

That peculiar system known as the 
"Sweating System" is generally con- 
sidered American invention. However, 
according to Dr. R, Romme in La Be- j 
vue, of Paris, it is more prevalent in i 
France than in the United States. 

New York pilots are worried over the 
action which the Board of Com- 
missioners of Harbor Pilots propose to 
take In adopting a rule that all pilots 
must be retired from active service 
when they reach the age of G", years. 

It has been ascertained that the new 
eight-hour system at the Granby 
smelter, Grand Forks, will necessitate 
the employing of about fifty more men I 
01: the works which will Increase the 
pay roll to about $10.0(10 a month. The 
total number of men that will be em- 
ployed under tlie new system will be 
about three hundred. 

A standing army of unemployed men, 
recruited through bureaus In all tin; 
large cities, under direction of employ- 
ers' associations and held in readiness 
to be transported in two or three days' 
time to tlie scene of any labor disturb- 
ance, is a strategical project for the 
breaking of big strikes which has as- 
sumed definite shape in Chicago. 

The supply of technically trained men 
is far greater just now than the de- 
mand. In the last ten years colleges 
have been turning out so-called electri- 
cians by the thousand, and they have 
become a glut in the market. Men with 
the best of credentials are ready to go 
to the uttermost cads of the earth for a 
mere pittance, as there Is little to do 
at home.

plained against for the violation of 
the eight-hour law on public works. 
Tlie council has taken tlie matter up 
and the contractors given notice that 
upon the next compluint being made 
against them that their contracts 
will be revoked. 

Forty-one states will be represented 
in the national conference on immigra- 
tion In New York on December G, 7 und 
8. under the auspices of the National 
Civic . Federation. Owing lo tlie im- 
portance of the Asiatic phase of the 
immigration problem growing out of 
tho recent boycott and the proposed 
new Chinese treaty, one day will be de- 
voted to its discussion. Hawaii will he 
represented by ton delegates. 

In a recent report on the labor 
question President Gompers, when 
speaking on - tho matter of injunctions 
said among other things: "We reit- 
erate and emphasize the declaration 
that we have" rib desire to be immune 
for the commission of any unlawful 
acts, for we discountenance - and de- 
nounce them, and recognize their 
commission as wrongful arid preju- 
dicial to our own interests as well as 
to the public good. But wo must in- 
sist that If any man connected with 
our movement be charged with an un- 
lawful .act that lie should, like any 
other man, be put upon his defence 
and before, a jury of his peers meet 
his accusers and abide by the verdict 
rendered." 

At the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor last week, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: Recommending the exclusion 
of Chinese, Japanese and Korean la- 
borers from this country and its pos- 
sessions, prohibiting the employment of 
child labor, instructing the executive , 
council to select one labor organization 
against which an injunction has been 
granted, employ competent legal talent 
and carry tlie case to the United States 
supreme court, to test the constitution- 
ality of the injunction laws now in 
force, pledging support to tlie striking 
printers and recommended the calling 
of a meeting of the international wo- 
men's labor league to adjust differ- 
ences said to exist in that beneficial 
auxiliary. 

A despatch from Chicago says: "Pen- 
sions of $1 to $3 per week will he paid 
union carmen who have reached sixty- 
five years and over, and are unable to 
continue in their occupation. Tlie 
street carmen's convention adopted tlie 
pension system after a protracted de- 
bate. It is tlie first labor union in 
America to adopt such a policy, and it 
is expected to be an incentive to new 
men joining the union. Any member 
who lias been soven or ten years In con- 
tinuous good standing, and become in- 
capacitated, will receive $1 per week. 
Members from ten to fifteen years wdll 
be paid $1.50, and after twenty-live 
years $3 per week. 

The Russian strikes during the war, 
now fiercely reorganized, shows, says 
Engineering, that the industrial sltua- j 
tion has become Insupportable to the 
Russian workers, and they risk their j 
liberty and their lives in the endeavor j 
to obtain redress of grievances, from 
the state as employers of labor and 
from private linns as employers. The 
wisdom or otherwise of the action , 
taken by the labor leaders is now In 
question; more facts would have to be 
known to express ,0.11 opinion on this 1 
point.' What is cWtaln Is that the 
workmen are In a desperate condition, 
and they show themselves ready to risk 
liberty and life in order to gain some 
concessions worthy of the name. The 
condition of things in Russia, adds En- 
gineering, must he terrible ; the danger, 
always great, of being arrested for 
crimes and offences, possibly not even 
contemplated, has at last given to the 
workpeople the force of despair; and 
when this is the case, reason Is de- 
throned, and savagery takes its place. 

The announcement that Messrs. Yar- 
row—a firm famed for shipbuilding, and 
fast torpedo-boats— are closing their 
yard at Poplar, In the East End of Lon- 
don, and going to the North of England, 
has fallen like a proverbial bombshell 
in the eastern parts of the metropolis. 
The firm employ 1,200 hands and pay 
something like 510,000 a week in wages. 
Mr. Yarrow says one of the reasons is 
the high rates prevailing hi Poplar, 
amounting to 12s. In the pound, and the 
linn's machinery is also rated, the bur- 
den of the municipal exactions has btv 
come intolerable. Yarrows will prob- 
I ably go to the northeast, where wares 
I as well are cheaper. "The public of the 
'North of England," Mr. Yarrow says, 
1 "are more frugal and thrifty than in 
London, and devote less time to pleas- 
I ure and amusement than is the case 
1 here. Consequently you* get a belter 
class of employees all round. The same 
\ love of pleasure pervades all classes of 
society in London, from the highest to 
1 tho lowest, and the proportion of time 
and study given to pleasure, ns com- 
pared with work, is all on the side of 
I pleasure." There is not the slightest 
chance of Yarrows remaining on the 
Thames. 

The twenty-fifth quarterly report of 
tlie General Federation of Trade Unions 
is. says Engineering, of more than or- 
dinary interest. As to the Government 
Unemployed Act, the report says: "If 
it is intended to bo a means of dealing 
with tlie problem of unemployment, It 
is a mockery and a sham. Its machin- 
ery is a danger, and its dependence up- 
on charity Is demoralizing, alike to the 
public bodies which move under the 
Act, and to those unfortunate workmen 
who find themselves compelled to seek 
its aid." A more emphatic condemna- 
tion could not be pronounced; hut, adds 
Engineering, it does not agree wdth 
other opinions by labor lenders who 
have supported, and are supporting, the 
measure. But labor leaders disagree 
like other people; it seems difficult for 
them to agree. The report further 
says: "The demand for a shorter day 
has almost disappeared. Why'.'" No 
answer is given to the question; hut 
the real answer is that the then so- 
called leaders demanded' too much, and 
in the wrong way; the demand 
was for a universal work- 

ing day of eight hours for nil persons 
on land or sea by Act of Parliament. 
The agitation went on for years, arid 
nil who opposed it were denounced, 
Now there is but tho feeblest echo of 
that cry, and the movement for shorter 
hours by negotiation has almost dis- 
appeared with the louder cry for ft le- 
gal eight hours' days. There follows a 
reasonable plea for shorter hours on the 
ground of Increased production by ma- 
chinery and labor-saving appliances, by 
means of which production has got 
ahead of the monetary power of pur- 
chase by the masses of tlie people. 
There Is no wdld cry, adds Engineering, 
for a revival of (he old demand; hut 
the workers are urged to arrange for- 
shorter hours wherever practicable. 

"A discussion which should prove of 
value lo the general health Is that con- 
ducted by the American Federation 1st; 
organ of the Federation of Labor, upon 
tuberculosis. Homely and practical 
considerations suggest the topic, us 



■fcould appear from the article by Paul 
Kemnulay: 

"Just how much the failure to \>rc- 
vent tuberculosis costs the unions of 
this country it would bo impossible to 
say. We know that one- third of all 
men dying between the age of lii and 44 
years die of tuberculosis; we know 
that the disease is usually prolonged 
through a lingering illness of from two 
to three years, during which the patient 
gradually sinks from the point of his 
usual efficiency to one of lower and 
lower vitality and earning ability. 
What all this coats in sick and death 
beneiits and in numerous indirect ways 
we can only guess." 

" Mr. Kennaday scnsibily argues 
against the construction of 'solid and 
substantial, big and expensive' build- 
ings for sanatorium purposes. Tents 
and cheap frame shanties costing not 
more than $100 for each bed are 
not only 'just as good;' they are actu- 
ally much better. 

" The labor journals might greatly 
decrease tlie sick and death benefits of 
the unions, particularly those of tlie 
Indoor trades, by aiding the daily press 
in educating members to the value of 
fresh air as a preventive. For six 
months of the year no one can raise a 
window in a crowded workshop with 
out some pallid person, avid of ' lung 
poison, calling upon him in the dread 
name of 'draft," which should be bless- 
ed instead, to 'Shut that window.' 

"'Open that window!' is a watch- 
word that would suve millions of dul- 
lars and thousands of lives." 

Prince Kalanlanole, delegate from the 
Hawaiian Islands to the U. S. Congress, 
in an interview here on his way to 
Washington from Honolulu, last week, 
said: "The labor problem is perhaps, 
the most serious. Labor, cheap labor 
that is, is scarce, while on the other 
hand there is not sufficient employment 
for skilled mechanics and others, many 
of whom are leaving the islands. We 
depended mostly on Asiatic, Chinese la- 
bor. Now the supply is done away 
with because under the United States 
laws Chinese are not admitted. Japan- 
ese are allowed lo enter the country, 
but they are unstable and unsatisfac- 
tory. Sugar planting Is the chief In- 
dustry', aitd the planters are already 
complaining of a shortage of labor. As 
time goes on the scarcity becomes 
worse and soon a crisis will he reached. 
We have tried to import Portuguese 
and Galicians for the work on the plan- 
tations, but this has not been satisfac- 
tory. They are good workmen espe- 
cially the Portuguese, who are a 
steady and progressive people, but they 
do not remain long on the plantations. 
After working for a space they make 
a little homestead of their own, and 
leave the plantation work. 

"If we could pass a law to allow of 
the entrance into the Hawaiian islands 
of a certain number of Chinese to do 
field labor solely, who, of course, would 
have to come into tlie country from 
China under contract, it might relieve 
the situation, but I doubt if this will 
be permitted. The United' States gov- 
ernment would, I am afraid, be averse 
to allowing the Chinese to enter tlie 
islands, and, tlie laws would not allow 
of them being brought under contract 
anyhow. I was in the Transvaal when 
It was suggested that Chinese he 
brought in from China to work tho 
Rand mines, and I favor tlie adoption 
of a similar scheme for the Hawaiian 
plantations. The Importation of a large 
number of Chinese under contract to 
work for a term of years on the sugar 
plantations of Hawaii similar to those 
now on the Rand in South Africa, 
would save Hawaii. Otherwise. 1 am 
afraid the planters will suffer se- 
verely."

The Condon 
Musical Times, however, prints in its 
November number a letter, dated 1844, 
written by Mendelssohn (in English), to 
Mr. Buxton (of Ewer. & Co.), wliicli puts 
a new face on the matter: 

Dear Sir, — My friend, Dr. Schumann, 
wishes for an opportunity to publish his 
new work, "Paradise and the Peri," in 
your country, and has desired to write 
you my impression of his work, while I 
think he intends communicating himself 
to you his ideas about its publication. 

I must accordingly tell you that 1 have 
read and heard this new work of Dr. 
Schumann with the greatest pleasure, 
that it has afforded me a treat which 
lliadc nre easily foretell . the unanimous 
applause it has gained at tho two pei- 
forruaucos at Leipsie and the perform- 
ance at Dresden (which took place last 
month), nnd that I think it a very im- j 
pot-taut and noble work, full of many | 
eminent beauties. As for expression and 
poetical feeling, it ranks very high; the 
choruses are as effective and as well 
written us the solo parts are melodious 
and wiuning. In short, it is a worthy I 
musical translation of that beautiful in- 
spiration of your great poet Moore; and I 
I think the feeling of being indebted to j 
that poet for the charm that pervades 
the whole music has induced the com- 
poser to wish your countrymen to he- 
come acquainted with bis work, lie in- 
tends visiting England next year, when 
1 am sure he nnd his music will be re- 
ceived as they so highly deserve.
